HALF BILLION IS 


MORGAN WAR WORK 


Bj AM?cU-ed Freu. 


NEW TORK. July 4.—In explana- 


tion of the part the firm of J. P. Mor- 
gan & Co. has taken in the furnish- 
ing- of war munitions and supplies for 
the European, nations at war, it is 
stated authoritatively here that the 
firm has handled contracts amounting- 
to more than $500,000,000 for the ac- 
count of foreign governments since 
the war began. 


Of this amount about $400,000,000 


•worth has been purchased for the 
British government since the Morgan 
firm was appointed as agents for that 
government !n this country and $50.- 
000.000 worth for the French govern- 
ment contracted for within the last 
month, the Morgan firm having been 
appointed by tne French government 
to act in the same capacity as It does 
for the British government.

The Aldrich-Vreeland law required that no 


emergency currency be issued after June 30. 1915, the 
date the law expired. The treasury officials and mem- 
bers of the Federal Reserve Board have expressed some 
doubt as to the legality of any emergency bank notes 
in circulation after that date. 
Consequently they have 


been exerting themselves to see that all the emergency 
currency was retired from circulation by the time the 
law expired. Their success in this direction is measured 
by the fact that less than one-half of 'one per cent of 
the amount issued is now in circulation. So to all pur- 
poses it may be said that the emergency currency is a 
tiling of the past It speaks well for our banking and 
financial system that over $380,000,000 of new paper 
money could be put out, obviate a1 probable crisis and 
then be withdrawn, all within eleven months. 


The currency issued by the Federal Reserve bank is 


now the. .only medium which may be substituted for the 
retired emergency currency. 
It is contended by some 


that the Federal Reserve currency may not be wholly 
able to take the place of the emergency currency, as it 
has not so wide a latitude in securities that may be 
held against note issues. However, with the experience
